The vision of a single Synod of the United Lutheran Chureh 
in America in the states of the middle west has been held by far- 
sighted leaders of the Church for decades. From time to time 
suggestions were made for a merger of the three Synods which oc- 
cupied the territory, the Kansas Synod. the Midwest Synod, and 


he Nebraska Synod. A decade or two ago, negotiations were ac- 


tually under way for such a merger, which, however, came to no 


tangible result. The present effort, which we are now success- 


fully coneluding, had its time, too, when it almost “died a-born- 


ing’. Five years of negotiation, eight meetings of the joint Mer- 


ger Committee, numerous. sub-committee meetings, thirteen con- 
- ventions of the three Synods, not to mention untold hours of re- 


search, planning, and effort by individual members of the joint 
merger committee, were required to bring this present effort to its 
successful consumation. When one considers the pit-falls and 
problems and difficulties which were surmounted, one can not help 
but conclude that the guiding hand of Almighty God was present 
throughout the entire proceedings and that his blessed will nes 
been revealed to us his servants. | 


This present Synodical 1 had its 3 in a meet- 


ing of the Resolutions Committee of the Midwest Synod, which pre- 
sented on the floor of the 1949 convention of that Synod the follow- 
ing resolution: That Synod instruct its Executive Committee to 
prepare a plan for next years session to approach the idea of a 
gradual amalgamation of the three Synods on our territory, namely: 
The Nebraska, The Kansas, and The Midwest Synods.” This was 
referred by the Midwest Synod to its Executive Committee, which, 
meeting with Dr. Franklin Clark Fry, U.L.C.A. representative, 


_ drafted the following resolution, which was adopted in Executive 


Session by the Midwest Synod: That the Midwest Synod inform 
the Executive Board of the United Lutheran Church in America of 
this Synod’s present inclination to consider seriously a future mer- 
ger with the Nebraska and Kansas Synods, and further that this 
Synod invite the Executive Board of the Church to begin an inquiry 
as to the feasibility and olf such a 


This resolution was, referred 
of the L. CA. to the of the Kansas and 
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braska Synods. Upon favorable action in their respective 1950 con- 
ventions, the Synods appointed representatives to a joint Merger 
Committee, which met for the first time in Omaha, Nebraska, on 
May 31 and June 1, 1950. At this meeting the many problems 
bearing 6n feasibility and desirability were explored. Upon the 
committee’s decision that some type of merger was desirable, a list 
of obstacles to merger was prepared and discussed. Of these two 
were considered serious enough to merit further investigation. 


One was the feeling of the Midwest Synod that some provision 


should be made in the constitution of the proposed Synod restrict- 


ing membership of pastors in secret societies; the other was the 


feeling in the Kansas Synod that the greatly increased area and 
the preponderance of congregations of the proposed Synod in the 
state of Nebraska would work a hardship on Kansas congregations. 
Steps were accordingly taken to determine sentiment on these mat- 


The Midwest Synod held a special convention on September 6, 


1950, in Lincoln, Nebraska, at which it was determined that the 


Synod would ask for some restriction in the proposed constitution 
on membership by pastors in secret societies. Meanwhile, the 
membership. of the Kansas Synod was polled by means of a ques- 
tionaire, the results of which seemed to indicate that Kansas pas- 


tors and congregation did not look with favor upon a threeway 


merger, but would prefer an arrangement of two Synods with the 
Nebraska-Kansas state line as the boundary. This information was 
conveyed to the joint Merger Committee at its meeting on Sep- 
tember 8, 1950. In view of these reports, the committee came to 
the conclusion that a three-Synod merger was not feasible at that 


time. However, it made provision for continued negotiations by 
adopting the following resolutions: “That this joint Merger Com- 
mittee invite the three participating Synods to restudy at their 1951 


conventions all questions relating to the proposed merger, including 

the two questions which have led to the judgment expressed 

above”; and: “That, if in the judgment of the chairman of this 

committee and the presidents of the three participating Synods, 

new actions on this subject by any of the three Synods at their 

1951 conventions make a further meeting of this committee de- 
sirable, the chairman is instructed to call such a meeting.” 


In spite of the untavedable conclusions of the joint-Merger 


Committee, all three of the Synods decided to continue the Merger 
Committee and to encourage the committee to seek to find some 
common ground upon which an eventual merger could be based. 


The committee met again on March 20, 1952, at which time it was 


determined to present the following resolutions to the three Sy- 
nods at their 1952 conventions: 5 le 


(1) That this Synod looks with favor in principle upon a 
merger of the Kansas, Midwest, and Nebraska Synods. 


(2) (A) That the Executive Committee of this Synod be 
instructed 


to appoint a committee of five members, to meet 
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jointly with similar committees of the other 
to draft a constitution for a merger Synod, 
tion to be submitted for action to the 1953 conventions of

(B) And further that this Synod, jointly with the 
other two synods, request the Executive Board of the Unit- 
ed Lutheran Church in America to appoint a representa- 
tive to convene and advise with the joint committee. 


(3) That this Syn ! agrees that the constitution of the 
merged Synod shall include the following section dealing 
with the membership of ministers in non-ecclesiastical or- 
ganizations; to wit: | 


“The Synod mt have the right to advise and ad- 
monish concerning association and affiliation of its 
ministers with non-ecclesiastical and other organiza- 
tions whose principles or practices appear to be in- 
consistent with full loyalty 10 the Christian Church.“ 


(4) That this Synod record its understanding that the 
following resolution on this same subject will be present- 
ed (preferably by the joint committee referred to above) 
at the first N of the merged Synod; to wit: 


“The Synod advises all its pastors * to avoid mem- 
bership in fraternal organizations because such mem- 
bership offends the consciences of many Christians.” 


The aforegoing - resolutions were adopted by all three of the 
Synods at their respective conventions in 1952. Accordingly, a joint 
Merger Committee, consisting of five members from each of the 
Synods, was appointed. Dr. Fry, the president of the Church, was 


appointed by the Executive Board of the U.L.C.A. to be the con- 
venor of the committee. He was chosen by the committee to act 


as its chairman. This committee carried out its work of writing 
the constitution for the proposed Synod at meetings held, Novem- 
ber 17, 18, 1952, and February 16, 17, 1953, in Kansas City, Kansas, 


and on March 16, 17, 1953, in Omaha, Nebraska. At the second of | 


these meetings the title ‘Evangelical Lutheran Synod in the Cen- 


_ tral States” was chosen. In addition a number of subcommittee 


meetings, each dealing with various problems and phases of the 
constitution, were held. The finished product was approved at the 
March meeting and ordered printed. In this form it was presented 


to the three Synods at their respective conventions as an amend- 


ment by substitution to the constitutions of each to be acted on one 


The final meeting of the joint IMbrger Commi ttee was held in 
Omaha, Nebraska, on March 25, 1954. At this meeting final ar- 


rangements were made for the holding of the constituting conven- 


tion of the Central States Synod, in the event all three Synods ap- 
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proved the of thereby the proposed eon - 
stitution as their own. Physical arrangements for the holding of 
the convention in St. Mark’s Church, Kansas City, Missouri, were 
made and an agenda drawn up for the merger convention. Con-
